The report caused the first genuine 
alarm and tonight the greatest appre- 
hension is felt.

It is believed that he is 
the secret leader of the Karageorgeo- 
vitch movement in Servia. He was im- 
prisoned during the ‘ifetime of King 
Milan for an attempt to assassinate that 
monarch.

POSTAL FRAUDS 


As Chairman of House Committee 
He Condemned laxity 


—— « 


That Extravagance Has Been Ram- 
pant for Several Years—Fault 
Is with the Administration 
of Law, Not in Any 
Lack of Law.

Washington, D. C., June 14.—(Special.)— 
Bince the recent disturbances in the post- 
office department and the discovery cf 
itregwiarities covering so wide a field, 
considerable speculation has been indulg- 
ea in with regard to the probable action 
of cougress at the coming session in the 
matter of passing jaws aimed to prevent 
the recurrence of such a scandal. Opin- 
fon is divided as to what laws, if any, 
congress can pass that will have such 
an effect. It is a certainty, however, that 
the opening day of the session will find 
“Uncle Joe's” desk littered with resolu- 
tions of all sorts calling for the papers, 
ete.. of the investigation, but that influx 
will have nothing to do with the real so- 
lution of the problem. 

Of all the persons who are in a position 
to discuss the question from a _ we!l-in- 
formed but disinterested standpoint, there 
is no one whose views are more valuable 
than those of ex-Representative Eugene 
IF. Loud, of California, former chairman 
pf the house committee on_ postoffices 
and post roads. Mr. Loud thinks congress 
can de nothing in the matter, but that 
‘the whole thing is a question of adminis- 
tration by the officials of the postoffice 
department. He admits that some legis- 
lation might be enacted having to do with 
the strict regulation of the auditing of 
the accounts of the department, but even 
this would be difficult to do. 

Trouble Not with Law. 

“It would be impossible, in my opinion,”’ 
said Mr. Loud, “to formulate legis!ation 
thet would prevent such irregularities 
in the letting of contracts as have been 
recently discovered in the postoffice de- 
partment. The trouble is not with the 
laws, but.with the administration of the 
affairs of the department. The laws are 
all right and if they had been strictly ad- 
hered to there might not have been this 
trouble. 

“We will take the case of a contract for 
& patented article, where there is no ad- 
véertisement for bids. How is it made?y 
Why, by an assistant to the postmaster 
through one of ils bureau chiefs. The bu- 
reau chief looks into the matter and rec- 
ommends .the letting of the contract to 
such and.e2uch a firm. He does not make 
the contract himself, but merely recom- 
The as 
fistam,- relying, as he must do, upon the 
integrity, the reliability and the judg- 


‘ment of the bureau chief, accepts his rec- 


smmendation and signs the contract. Here 
he accepts the views of his experienced 
subordinate. Obviously congress cannot 
legisiate in regard to personal views. It 
can legislate a punishment for a breach 
of the law and it has done so, but it 
can do nothing to prevent that breach. 

Too Much Authority Given Subordi- 

| nates. 

“The whole trouble has grown out of 
the delegation of too much authority to 
subordinates on the part of the assistant 
postmasters general. A new man just 
coming into office has necessari!y to de- 
pend upon the chiefs of the bureaus un- 
der his charge for a great many things. 
He is new to the business himself and it 
is perfectly natural that he should place 
perfect -eliance in men whom he has 
every reason to believe are capable and 
honest. But he should gradually take com- 
plete control himegelf and familiarize hiin- 
self with all the details as quickly as 
possible so as to have a check on his 


subordinates. The same rule should apply |- 


to the administration of affairs in the 
government- departments as obtains in 
every well regulated business house. The 
head of the firm must surround himself 
with capable subordinates in whom he 
has trust, but at the same time he must 
supervise the affairs of the whole concern 
himself and must be familiar with all its 
details. 

“Thus, in the letting of the contracts 
for the postoffice department, the bureau 
chiefs should make the recommendations, 
after having looked into the case carefu)- 
ly, and the assistant postmaster general 
under whom he works shdéuld be familiar 
enough with the value of the articles 
contracted for to know whether the con- 
tract ig a good one or not. The closest 
attention should be given to every con- 
tract that is let. 

Charges Laxity of Administration. 

“Without reflecting upon any one, it 
is my opinion that the present condi- 
tion of affairs in the postoffice depart- 
ment is a general outgrowth of several 
years’ laxity of administration. Some 
years ago [ damned this laxity in a 
‘speech. I called. attention to a deficit 
created in the free delivery bureau while 
congress was in session, and 1 scored the 
policy that’ would permit such a condition 
of affairs. I thought then, and I think 
more strongly now, that the deficit was

Volume of Cotton Exported in Man- 
ufactured Form Will Also Make 
Its Highest ~Record—Amer- 
ican Manufacturers In- 
creased... Takings. 


— 


*Washington, June 14.—(Special.)—Cotton 
is still king in the export records of the 
United States, and its record in the 
present year is likely tc surpass that of 
any preceding year. The value 6f raw 
cotton exported in the eleven months 
ending with May is, according to the pre- 
liminary figures of the treasury bureau 
of statistics, $08,747,005, which is $5.000,000 
in excess of the highest eleven months’ 
reeord ever heretofore made. The high- 
est eleven months* figures recorded by 
this preliminary statement in _ earlier 
years were for the’ eleven months ending 
with May, 1901, when the total stood at 
$308, 497,617. Should the June fig- 
ures. equal those of June in the imme- 
diately preceding years the total for the 
fiscal year would be $317,000,000 or $4,000.- 
000 in exvess of the banner year 1901. The 
quantity exported this year is not as 
great as that of the years 1898 and 1899, 
but owing to the higher prices received 
the value is very much greater than that 
of those years, and, as already indicated 
larger than that of the corresponding 
months of any preceding year. The to- 
tal quantity exported in the eleven 
months ending with May, according to 
the preliminary statement, is 3,481,353,287 
pounds, against 3,208,621,478 pounds in the 
corresponding months of “191, when the 
value was but $5,000,000 less than at the 
present time, and 3,721,310,009 pounds in 
eleven months of 1898, ‘when the value 
was but $222,414;180. Thus the total quan- 
tity at the present time is 240,000,000 
pounds less than that of the correspond- 
ing eleven months of 1898, but the value 
is $86,000,000 in excess of the value for 
the corresponding period of that year. 
The average price per pound of the cot- 
ton exported, determined by dividing the 
number of pounds into the value stated 
by the bureau of statistics records, is, 
for the eleven months ending with May, 
1903, 8.87 cents, and for the eleven months 
ending with May; 1898, 5.97 cents. 
This Year Leads All Others. 

Comparing the total values of cotton 
exported with those of preceding years, 
it may. be said that 1908 seems likely to 
show the largest total value in raw cot- 
ton exports of any year in the history 
of our commerce. In 1848 the total] value 
of raw,gotton exported was, in round 
terms $62,000,000; in 1860, $192,000,000; ‘in 1870, 
$227,000,000 in paper, -but, $184,000,000 stated 
in. gald; in 1880, $211,000,000; in 1890, $2650, - 
000,000; in 1900, $242,090,000; in 1901 $313.- 
000,000, and, as already in@icated seems 
likely to be, for 196 $317, 000,000, 

Meantime the value of cotton exported 
in manufactured form.has also increased, 
and will make its highest record in the 
present fiscal year. The tota) value. of 
cottun manufactures exported in the ten 
months ending with April is $27,932,569, in- 
dicating that the total for the full fiscal 
year will. probably ‘be about 34,000,000, 
against 33,000,000 in 1902, 24,000,000 in 1900, 
10,000,000 in 1890, AA, 000 in 1880 and 4,000,- 
000 in 1870. ~ 
- At the same time the cofion manufac- 
turers of the United States have in- 
creased and afe still increasing their con- 
sumption of cotton both from our own 
fields and from abroad. The total num- 
ber of bales taken by the mills of the 
United States last year for the first time 
passed the 4,000,000 line, the figures being 
4,083,000 bales, against 3,644,000 in 1900; 
3,325,000 bales in 1890; 1,795,000 bales in 1880, 
and 857,000 bales in 1870. 

Meanwhile the importations of foreign 
cottom chiefly Egyptian, are growing 
with remarkable rapidity, the importa- 
tions in the present year being likely. to 
reach 80,000,000 pounds, to which may be 
added 20,000,000 pounds of ‘flocks,’ or 
cotton waste, with a total valuation of 
about $12,000,000, against 43,000,000 pounds 
of raw cotton and 78,000 pounds of waste 
imported in 1893, vaiued at less than 
$5, 000,000

It is expected that thé national as- 
sembly will hold two sittings tomorrow— 
one In the mérning to constitute itself, 
and the second in the afternoon to elect. 
a king. It is known, that .the ministry 
of justice is in favor of a republic and 
that the students have arranged to hold 
tomorrow. 
The monarchists, however, are in a 
large majority and nothing Is likely to 
come of the republican aspirations. It 
is understood that the other pmrties will 
prove strong énough to resis’ the radical 
demand for the reestablishment of _ 
constitution of 1888. 

It is stated that at Saturday’s cabinet 
council one of the ministers proposed the 
candidature of Prince Peter's son, Georg®, 
now being educated at St. Petersburg. 
In well informed circles it is believed 
that such statements are set afloat with 
the object of showing that Prince Peter’s 
election will be the outcome of a verita- 
ble struggle among the opposing political 
parties and currents. 

The skupshtina and the senate will 
meet jointly at 9 o’clock tomorrow morn- 
ing. It is believed that the ministry de- 
sires that the skupshtina shall inrme- 
diately proceed to elect the king by proc- 
lamation. 

The members of the senate and the 
skupsht#sa4 would , prefer that a new 
constitution be adopted first.

First Baptist church of Newnan, which 
under the pastorate of Dr. G. A. Nunnai- 
ly, has just completed the celebration 
of its diamond jubilee, has an interesting 
history. 

The first meeting houge in the town 
of Newnan was built of logs in the year 
1827 on the lot where the venerable and 
highly esteemed R. D. Cole. Sr.. now 
lives. The first sermon preached in that 
house was preached by Rev. John G. 
Fry. 

On June 11, 1828, in the fifth district of 
Coweta county, James Reeves, John 
Wood and William M. Stokes, having 


received the church 
letters of Randall Robinson and Feriley,

Mrs. Maria Pinkard. whites, and 
Siller, a woman of color. belonging to sis-

In May, 1830 they began a subscription 
to build a meeting house, 40 by 60 feet. 
By July 1830, sufficient funds for the 
building had been pledged and the build- 
ing comittee was required to procure 
ten acres of land, beginning at the mid- 
dle of the eastern street, running north 
from the public square and running west 
to the main western street, running north 
from the public square, thence such other 
courses as may be satisfactory to Mr. 
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DR. G. A. NUNNALLY, 
Pastor of the First Baptist Church 
of Newnan. 
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Salisbury, provided the lot should contain 
ten” acres and the chutfch should have 
free access to a spring on the left of 
the Campbellton road. 

The lot was secured and is the land 
now occupied by H. M. Arnold, Mrs. E|- 
len Potts and a portion of the cemetery. 

On December 22, 1830, Governor George 
R. Gilmer approved the act of the leg- 
islature: incorporating Newnen Baptist 
chirch. In 1881 the first move was made 
to the new house and in June of that 
year the trustees of the church were in- 
structed to call on the justices of the 
inferior court for a title to the lot, in 
the town of Newnan, whereon the old 
meeting house stood. They obtained this 
title and with the proceeds of the sale of 
the lot and $708.50, paid for the new 
house. There they worshiped until 1845. 

In 1844 agitation for a new meeting 

house in some more convenient part of 
Newnan was commenced and the result 
the purchase of the lot on which 
house stands. 
May, 184 work on the new house 
was begun. The frame was up, the 
roof was on when early in June a wind 
storm wrecked the building. 

In 1856 the congregatiog had outgrown 
the building and fts length was increased. 
In that house most of those who are 
now in middJe age or in the decline of 
life were worshipers until the year 1854.

Four during the year had been 
dismissed by Jetter and none had died. 
making the membership aftér“ohe ‘Year 
twenty-six. . 

One thousand six hundred and forty- 
one names have been on the rolls.. Not 
all those who have been received appear 
in the index of membership, however, 
but a careful inquiry will show 
that near 1,800 persons have, in the past 
seventy-five years, been connected with 
this church. 

The present roll contains above 400 
names. Among these Sister Mary Buch- 
anan has been on the roll since January 
2a. 1840; Brother A. D. Freeman since 
September 6, 1865. 

The church has had fourteen pastors.

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Eminent Divine. Heard at Uni- 
versity Commencement 


Took His Text from Revelation, and 
Spoke of Mysteries of John’s 
Time and of the Present 
Age Revealed to God's 
People. 


—_—_— 


Athens, Ga, June 14.—(S8pecial.)—The 
exercises at the university chapel this 
morning were among the most interesting 
and beneficial religious exercises ever 
conductd during a commencement of the 
university. The music which had been 
arranged for the occasion was mag- 
nificent egd the baccalaureate sermon by 
Dr. W. W. Landrum, pastor of the First 
Baptist church, of Atlanta, was one of 
the most {impressive ever listened to in 
the university chapel. 

Dr. Landrum. took ag a subject for his 
remarks, “Christ Opening the Book of 
God's Secrets.’’ His text was Rev. vy. 1: 
“And I saw in the right hand of Him 
that sat on the throne a book written 
within and on the back side and sealed 
with seven seals.’” 

Dr. Landrum spoke as follows: 

“Interpreters are not agreed as to tha 
contents of the wonderful tome which 
John saw in the right hand of Him that 
sat on the throne of the universe. other 
than this. that it is the volume of God's 
secrets. Some commentators believe it to 
be the scripture in genera]. others limit 
it to prophecv. while still a third group 
maintgins that the .reference is to the 
apocalypse itself. 

“Dean Stanley. as it seems to me, has 
given the most satisfactory explanation 
of the last book of the New Testament 
by calling it a eryptograph. A crypto- 
graph is a secret writing in signs, svm- 
boils and highly-colored figurative ilan- 
guage, clear enough to the writer and to 
the original reader for whom it was in- 
tended, but wholly unintelligible to the 
general public. to whom it was design- 
ed to be a mystery. John, a captive 
under constant surveillance. knew «the 
importance of veiling his thought, but the 
seven churches of Asia understood his 
meaning. Jews, Greeks and Romans, who 
were hostile to the churches, were wholly 
in the dark as we are for the most part 
today. Cryptographs are necessary expe- 
dients in times of war and persecution 
when communications between widely 
separated friends must be guarded from 
understanding by an enemy. 

“God, the Father, reveals Himself to 
His children through a cryptograph. Only 
the initiated ‘can understand the book of 
the designs and methods of His’ govern- 
ment toward the church and the world. 
God has a world plan and ft is‘all written 
out. It is a book. It is in His right 
hand, indicating God's readiness and res- 
olutign to execute all counsels and pur- 
poses recorded in His book. It is shut up 
and sealed and thus known only to God 
until he allows it to be opened. It con- 
sists of parts and is sealed with seven 
seals. These parts will be unfolded, not 
at the same time, but successively, bv 
an evolutionary process, one scene of 
providence introducing gnother and ex- 
plaining it. 

Secrets in Twentieth Century. 


“In the bright light of the twentieth 
century, as in the gloaming of the first 
century, God has His book of setrets, 
and they are so great and so many. God 
conceals as well as reveals His nature 
and desigous. Saints and sages have pit- 
eously inquired why the Creator, Bene- 
factor and Preserver keeps at such a dis- 
tance from His creatures. More and more 
scholars are exploring the universe. As- 
tronomy enables us to look into all the 
spaces that can be calculated; geology 
permits us to investigate all the ages 
that can be numbered. Yet. whether we 
look above, behind or before, we can not 
anywhere within this wide expanse come 
into God's visible presence. We know He 
dwells somewhere, and, indeed, every- 
where, but His face we see not, His 
voice we hear not. How we have cried 
out with Job: ‘Oh, that I knew where 
I might find Him, that I might come even 
to His seat.’ David, though often optimis- 
tic and always devout, declares in half ag- 
nostie worship: 

‘*‘*Clouds and darkness are round about 
Him, but righteousness and judgment are 
the habitation of His throne.’ Ovr hu- 
manity is 


‘“‘“*an infant crying in the night, 
An infant crying for the light, 
And with no language but a cry.’ 


‘How silent God is to His foes. The 
frenzied poet Shelly scouts Him to His 
face. On the base of Mont Blanc, a 
stupendous monument to the Supreme 
Architect of the Universe, he dares to 
carve his atheism, Percy Bysshe Shelley, 
atheos. God is still. He evinces no 
wrath. Nature lifts up no protest. The 
mountains do not quake, the rocks do 
not rend, the lakes sleep on calmly, the 
streams leap with a lively and prattling 
play, as if they rejoiced in Shelly’s 
blasphemy. : 

‘‘Nor does immorality receive open pun- 
ishment. Anarchists deride the Bible, but 
no fire and brimstone descend on them. 
The Lord’s day is desecrated, but the 
earth does not open and swallow up the 
guilty. Man wanders in error, but God 
does not directly interfere to set him 
right. Turks massacre Armenians and 
Russians exterminate whole Jewish vil- 
lages. Mormonism multiples converts even 
here in enlightened Georgia, Paganism 
and superstition descend from generation 
to generation throughout regions as wide 
as India, and as thickly settled as China 
and the stream is allowed to flow on. 

“American materialism and mammon 
worship lay on faith and duty their 
paralyzing hand, and the high things of 
the spirit are despised by fillions of our 
countrymen, 

“On these facts there are those who 
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ize our mental limitations. — | 
gnostics, or those who know it all; nor 
are we agnostics, who know nothing of 
the moral and beneficent character of 
the divine administration. We are mer- 
ognostics, or these who know in part, 
like Apostie Paul, ‘prophesy

“If the God of all truth were to hold 
out to me both hands, on containing all 
truth and the other the search after all 
truth, I should undoubtedly prefer the 
latter.”’ 

» “However far astray this principle may 
have led the German rationalist, it ts 
} truly admirable. God reveals truth im- 
mediately through inspired men. The in- 
spired man of science sees fact; the In- 
spired poet sees beauty; the inspired 
prophet sees truth. Inspiration. we have 
come to see, is a generic term which 
takes in both Galileo and Moses, Coper- 
nicus and Abraham, Newton and David, 
Kepler and John, the Revelator. Kepler, 
on discovering the law of planetary me- 
tion, exclaimed in pious ecstacy: ‘I am 
thinking God's thoughts after Him.” 
Truth is one. All its intelligent and con- 
scientious priests speak the samé lan? 
guage and are actuated by the same al- 
truistic motives. As in the Bible, which 
was composing through a period of six- 
teen hundred years,;so in nature there fs 
a doctrine of development and a develop- 
ment of doctrine. God encourages 
thought, invention, discovery. He gives 
us something to learn, preventing us 
from knowing qniy enough to thwart His 
plans or to injure ourselves. Not 80 
much for God's glory as for human good 
there must be ignorance and mystery 
before there can be knowledge and solu- 
tion of mystery. 

The Cry Heard by John. 

“Turning now to the context, we read 
that there was a cry heard by John for 
the solution of the mysteries of God's 
book. ‘And I saw a strong angel pro- 
claiming ‘with a loud voice, Who is wor- 
thy to open the book and loose the seais 
thereof?’ The cryer is not only an angel 
but a champion. All creatures are re- 
quested to test the strength of fhelr wis- 
dom in opening the hieroglyphic volume. 
Loud was the cry, but breathless the sil- 
lene@e that ensued. No response came 
from the angels who are God's missiona- 
ries and messengers. No response comes 
from earth. Dumb is human philosophy, 
science, logic and literature. None from 
under earth. The world of lost spirits is 
inarticulate, speechless, And no man in 
heaven nor in earth, neither under the 
earth, was able to open the book, neither 
to look thereon. John’s disappointment 
wag keen and crushing. He says: ‘I 
‘wept much, because no man was found 
worthy to open and to read the book, 
neither to look thereon.’ He was about 
to settle into agnosticism or the abysmal 
depths of atheism. 


The scene changes. The silent heavens 
are fragrant with odors and rapturous 
with songs. A wonderful discovery ‘alls 
forth the jubilations of fen thousand 
times ten thousand and thousands of 
thousands. They hymn the praises of One 
to whom they say: “Thou art worthy to 
take the book and to open the seals there- 
of, for Thou wast slain and hast redeemed 
us to God, by Thy blood out of every kin- 
dred and tongue and people and nation, 
and hast made us unto our God kings and 
priests and we shall reign on the earth.’ 
It is that oratorio of Christion optimism 
which swells through the halls of the 
twentieth century. Christ is the key to 
the mysteries of the moral universe. Christ 
opens and reads and interprets the cryp- 
tograph of the eternal Father in the 
‘sweet, simple speech that every geart can 
understand and every conscience appre- 
ciate and every will obey. “There is one 
God and one Mediator between God and 
man, the man Christ Jesus.’ ‘No man 
has seen God at any time but the Son 
of Marr. The Son of Humanity, the only 
supreme and universal man, beside whom 
Shakespeare was provincial and Goethe 
a tyro, hath disclosed Him, hath. re- 
vealed him. ‘Great is the mystery of the 
godliness: God was manifested in the 
flesh, justified in the spirit, seen of angels, 
preached unto the Gentiles, believed on in 
the world, received up into glory.’ 


The World a Mystery. 

“The world of man is a mystery out 
of Christ. Is it the best world possible? 
No, there is a heaven. Is it the worst 
world possible? No, there is a hell. What, 
then? It is a good world, a very good 
world, the best possible world for the de- 
velopment of Christian character. It is 
the best educatory, disciplinary order of 
things. Here is congenial soil for the 
blossoming and fruitage of faith, hope, 
love, patience, courage, perseverance, self- 
sacrifice, self-development. Here is the 
proper theater for the tragedy of human 
greatness reflected in the lives of heroes 
and heroines, confessors and martyrs, 
philanthropists and benefactors. God is 
leading his manktné in the wisest way. 
Law and love are plended in every dis- 
pensation of His providence. God's gov- 
ernment over matter is force. God's gov- 
ernment over animals is fear. God's gov- 
obedieat children, living in the atmos- 
phere of unquestioning confidence, is love 
and only love and wholly love. 

“Immortality has been the sweet dream 
of the race. Nature furnishes suggestion 
but no demonstration, analogies but no 
proofs. in support of the doctrine we 
can take our stand beside al! civilization, 
beside Egypt, Assyria, Scandinavia, 


beside Zoroaster and Buddha, beside the 
sanest of philosophers, no doubt, ancient 
and modern. From Plato until now men 
have argued that the God who made 
the longings of the heart, noble, inextin- 
guishable, Godlike aspirations must 
somewhere provide for,them an adequate 
satisfaction, or the moral universe is 
incomprehensible and chaotic. This much 
may be said and itt is no small com- 
pass. What we require, however, is an 
authoritative voice, a full-orbed assur- 
ance, and this has come from One alone. 
He who died on Cavalry, Who was 
buried, Who rose again, alofie of all men, 
at the verge of the sepulchre dared to 
affirm with conscious infallibility, ‘I am 
the resurrection and the life, he that be- 
‘ieveth in Me, thoukh he were dead, yet 
shall he live, and he that liveth and be- 
lieveth In Me shall never die.’ Immor- 
tality, as Jesus taught it, is not a ques- 
tion of long life, but of high life, a price- 
less boon to be measured not in terms 


| of durations but in tests of character. 


Immortality is spiritaal. God is spirit, 
and spirit, being indivisible, is imperish- 
able, and all those in whom God dwelis 
are likewise immutable and immortal. 
‘This is life eternal, to know God and

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partake of divine. nature, finding his joy 
and self-sacrifice and love in those pur- 
poses and dispositiens which can be ex- 
ercised in any world where men are, an 
he becomes assured of his own immor- 
tality and realizes that death has no re- 
lation te him whatever.

‘And I beheld and 
I heard the voice of many angels round 
about the throne; and the number of 
them was ten thousand times ten thou- 
sand and thousands of thousands; say- 
ing with a loud voice, ‘Worthy, is; the 
Lamb that was slain to receive power 
and riches and wisdom and strength 
and honor and glory~and blessing; and; 
every créature which is in. heavén and 
on the earth and under the earth and 
such as are in the sea and all that are 
in them, heard I saying, ‘Blessing and 
honor and glory and power be unto Him 
that sitteth upon the thfone and upon 
the Lamb forever.’ Hallelujah! What a 
Savior. Blessed are all they that put 
their trust in Him.’’ |

Our contemporaries admit that if 
that statute is valid the south can 
readily disprove of all its suffrage prob. 
lems by adopting said Vermont sys- 
tem. Boards of civil authority could 
be easily established by our legislators 
for each county, the members of the 
boards appointed by the governor, and 
then only those who receive “the ap- 
probation of the board of civil authori- 
ty” could vote in any election held in 
said county, whether local, state or na- 
tional. 

It is a beautiful scheme and it has 
worked with distinguished’ success in 
favor of the republican party in Ver- 
mont. We have warrant for saying 
that nearly a year ago the system in 
the hands of the regular republicans 
secured the defeat of Percival W. Cle- 
ment for governor, both in the prima- 
ries and in the regular election in Sep- 
tember, when he was the independent 
high license candidate against General 
John G. McCullough. 

We repeat again that the southern 
states will be perfectly content, in our 
judgment, to repeal all constitutional 
amendments and suffrage restrictions 
now extant, and under condemnation 
by the horthern republicans, if the su- 
preme court will only decide that the 
Vermont system is constitutional! 

It would give us the great desider- 
atum of state regulation of the suf- 
frage without congressional interfer- 
ence and at the same time prevent any 
movement to cut down our representa- 
tion in congress on account of the al- 
leged diefranchisement of the negro 
voters. 

The system goes on unchallenged by 
the Moodys and Crumpackers of the 
congress. Why would it not work 
with equal ease and satisfaction in 
Georgia, Alabuma and Virginia? 
Judge Jones and the Peonagists. 
It turns out that the main mover 
in Alabama to break up what is call- 
ed “the peonage system,” whereby con- 
victs are held to labor indefinitely by 
white men who pay their penal fines 
and contract their labor in return, is 
Judge Thomas: G. Jones, ex-governor 
of the state, and now district judge of 
the federal court. 

He it was who investigated some 
of the aggravated cases, called them 
to the attention of the district attor- 
ney and the attorney generai’s office 
in Washington. It is said that he feels 
deeply the injustices perpetrated by 
individuals under the system and 
means to exhaust whatever power 
there is in federal law to end the 
practice. 

It is an. important matter and we 
believe Judge Jones will deal with it 
in a proper spirit. If there is any- 
thing criminal in the system that crim- 
inality should be expurged and pun- 
ished properly, and whatever of false 
hue and cry there is on the affair 
should be exposed.

About the most cowardly, fugitive 
and measley animal on earth is the 
western coyote. Mankind, the moon 
and all half-way decent beasts seem to 
despise him for good reasons and with 
hearty unanimity. 

To find his human coparcener in 
furtive methods and incorrigible meth- 
ods you have only to discover the 
anonymous letter writer. There may 
be cases in human experience when 
words of honest, faithful warning and 
counsel may for one’s genuine good be 
more impressive if their writer is un- 
known. Yet such cases are exception- 
ally rare. 

Usually there is malice prepense in 
the heart of that person who resorts 
to anonymous letters to inflict. insult, 
wounds and life-long heart-burnings 
upon others. Some people seem pos- 
sessed of a mania for that sort of 
deviltry and their happiness is never 
s0 great as when sowing abroad mis- 
erable suspicions and lies for which 
there is no physician and no soothing 
emollient. Frequent cases of infelicity 
are reported from the wanton work of 
these secret scribbling cowards—both 
male and female—and the pity of it 
all is that neither civil nor criminal 
laws can in one case out of a score 
afford any protection or relief. 

There is but one kind of anonymous 
letter that we can approve. Said Pat 
to Mike: “What is the meanest thing 
one man can do to another?” 

“Write him an anonymous letter!” 
replied Mike.

In like manner the person who is too 
cowardly to sign his or her name to a 
letter should be also too stingy to 
waste time, paper and postage on so 
disreputable a deed.

is in receipt almost daily of proofs that 
she is widely read, and much esteemed 
by her readers. 

A testimonial which touched the writer 
particularly reached her only a few weeks 
ago. It was from a convict in a Ken- 
tucky jail. The man wrote to Miss Har- 
raden to say that, in the course of serv- 
ing out his sentence, he had been appoint- 
ed prison librarian and, as such, had read 
both her last books and been mich im- 
pressed by them. 

A German colonel, too, of whom Miss 
Harraden never before had heard, wrote 
some time ago to say that, having read 
the German translation of “The Fowler,” 
he had been disappointed to learn that her 
Jater book was not published in his lan- 
guage, and by the aythoress’ instructions, 
this matter has now been rémoedied. 

Perhaps, however, Miss. Harraden never 
has felt more gratified by an indirect 
compliment to her work than when she 
learned from Cecil Rhodes’ brother that 
“Ships That Pass in the Night’’ was the 
only book found in the empire builder's 
bed room at Grotte Schurr after his death. 

To return to Miss Harraden’s project of 
playwriting. She has had aspirations in 
the direetion of dramatic authership for 
some ycars, and means to gratify one of 
them by starting work on a comedy—the 
theme of which she has had in mind fot 
a long time—immediately she has impart - 
ed the finishing touches to the rewritten 
“Katherine Frensham.’’ 


The scheme which has just been under- 
taken in England by a syndicate which 
calls itself “Bookshops, Limited,” will not 
interfere in any way wit the branch of 
the “Booklovers’ Library” recently found- 
ed here, ana it seems likely to find favor 
with the public as it has already with 
many prominent writers. 

The object of the enterprise is, of course, 
to establish really satisfactory book- 
shops in country places as well as in cen- 
ter sections of London where none exist 
today, and to make these shops to a 
certair. extent a common ground upon 
which publishers, writers and readers may 
meet. “All of these,” say the promoters 
of “Bookshops, Limited,” “suffer from 
the want of an effective method of book 
distribution.” To Americans it will prob-. 
ably come as a surprise to hear that in 
England there are few instances of book 
shops ig towns with a population of less 
thar 2,000, and that there is one district 
in Yorkshire comprising ten towns with 
a combined population of 167,00 whica 
has within its confines only one store 
where books may be purchased. 

So it is likely that many will sympa- 
thize with H. G. Wells, who says, “‘The 
troubles of book buying are one of the 
chief woes in my essentially querulous 
life At the prsent moment I am just giv- 
ing up the hope of being abie to buy a 
pleasant edition of an English version of 
the ‘Utopia’—and there are, no doubt, at 
least three publishers in London to 
sell me what I want to buy! I can’t find 
out about th>m.” 


George Bernard Shaw is in Italy, at 
Pervgia, the picturesque old town on 
Tiber-bank, but he writes to confirm the 
plaint of the author of “The Time Ma- 
chine.”’ 

“Nothing astonishes me more,’’ says Mr. 
Shaw, “than the difficulty of buying books 
in London. My putlic husiness hrings me 
constantly into the borough of St. Pan- 
cras, with a quarter of a million inhab- 
itants, but I know of no book shop in it. 
There are sta'is in the railway. stations, 
but there is nothing to let the passer-by 
know that. 

“There is a shop where you, can buy 
sextants and a shop where you can buy 
folding bedeteads, but no visible book 
shop. Now, I cannot believe that the de- 
mand for sextants in an inland borough 
lixe St. Pancras is greater than the de- 
mand for books. Yet the sextants are on 
zale and the books are not. Here in Peru- 
gia,’ continues Mr. Shaw, “with a popula- 
tion of one-fourtzen'h that of St. Prancas, 
there are book shops which exhibit not 
only novels, but important historical, 
scientific, artistic and politica) books, 
which would no more be stocked by an or-

BURGLAR CAUGHT

Matters of Importance Will Be 
Disposed Of 


The Apportionment Sheet, the Gener- 
al Tax Ordinance and the Reports 
of Council’s Standing Com- 
mittees Will Ail Be 
Acted Upon. 


An interesting session of council will 
be held this afternoon. The general tax 
ordinance, the apportionment ‘sheet, the 
reports of council's committees on many 
mattera, and other questions and meas- 
ures of importance will be discussed. The 
present indications are that it will also 
be a lengthy session although the mem- 
bers of the body may make a special 
effort to be speedy with their business, 
in which event they will probably leave 
the council chamber in time to hear tha 
latest news from the baseball game. 

The general tax ordinance ig the same 
measure that has from time to time 
been mentioned. It was prepared by coun- 
cil's tax committee, of which Mayor Pro 
Tem LaHatte ig chairman, and during the 
last session of council was given its first 
reading. The second reading will be given 
today and the ordinace will then be placed 
upon its passage. It appears very proba- 
ble that the*general tax ordinance will 
be adopted just as it was prepared by the 
committee, as no members of council 
have so far made any objection to it and 
interested citizens have not made com- 
plaint. 

The general tax ordinance will become 
effective on July 1 of the present year, 
and will remain in force for twelve 
months. 

Apportionments Returned. 

The apportionment sheet will be re- 
turned from the aldermanic board, which 
amended the June child of the finance 
committee by being more specific in the 
cescription of a certain lot on South Bou- 
levard. The board of education will have 
before council a petition regarding the 
location of this third ward school house, 
and it may be that council will engage 


in a debate over that subject. 

After the board of education and schocl 
matters have been mentioned something 
may be done about the refusal of the 
board to obey one of the ordinances of 
the city. Last fall council adopted an or- 
dinance giving increases in salaries to 
grammar schoo! teachers, other than prin- 
cipals. The boara@ was opposed to. this, 
taking the position that grammar school 
teachers were easy to find, but that the 
principals and high school teachers were 
with difficulty retained, 

The ordinance, however, was adopted | 
atid was signed by the mayor. The in- 
vreases were to become effective on April 
1. During the latter part of April it was 
found that the teachers had not been 
given” their increase in salary. Council 
discussed the matter, but a message was 
received from President Hamilton Doug- 
las to the effect that the failure to pay 
the teachers had been an oversight. Coun- 
cil, therefore, took no action. 

During the last session of council at- 
tention was directed to the fact that the 
school voard,had declined to pay th§ 
May increase as well as the April in- 
crease, and that it had not been an over- 
sight this time, the board having placed 
itself on record as declining to make the 
increase. These facts were contained ‘n 
a letter from President Douglas to Coun- 
cilman Key. The president of the board, it 
appears, favored giving the teachers the 
increase of pay. 

Increase for Teachers. 

Councilman Key stated that the board 
would give the grammar school teachers 
the increase of pay if the board were 
allowed to make the increase. Council, 
therefore, changed the apportionment 
sheet by striking out the $5,000 ap- 
portioned for the increase in salaries and 
by increasing the regular pay roll of the 
department of education just $5,300. 

When the board passed up its June 
pay Troll it declined to give the grammar 
school teachers, other than principals, 
the increase of pay. Nothing was said 
about allowing the increase to remaip 
and nothing was said about the money 
that is @ue the teachers for work done 
Guring April and May. 

Council is acquainted with these facts 
and it may be that they will be discussed 
this afternoon, although there are several 
members who are disposed to await fur- 
ther developments. 

Alderman ‘Woodward will, doubtless, 
introduce this afternoon pis proposed 
amendment to the apportionment sheet, 
which takes $25,000 apportioned to the 
department of sewers, and gives that 
amount to the department of education 
for the erection of a new school house. 

He wanted to introduce such an amend- 
ment when the June apportionment sheet 
was first presented, but it was adopted 
while he was engaged in other work. 
Now that the sheet is again before coun- 
cli it is probable that he will ask coun- 
cll to vote upon the question.

the country, and wants to take a trip. he 
trings an old-timer in with him, and they 
etick together closer than brothers. 

“Just to give you an instance of how 
carefully they manage the thing. Every 
Chinaman knows that by buying a 


_ through ticket from Atlanta or any other 


point im the interior to Shanghai he can 
save a dollar, and that’s what they all do 
when they get ready to g-) back to China. 
One would naturally think he would wait 
until reaching San Francisco before pur- 
chasing a steamer ticket, but not so. 
There is a tax of $1 in California on all 
Chinamen leaving for the old country, 
which does not apply from the interior. 
Eo the Chinaman who wants to go home 
maps out his route, gets everything in 
shape and puts up the money fcr his 
through passage. 

“We do not sell tickets’ here on the 
Pacific mail lines, but that is arranged 
by the Chinaman leaving a deposit for 
his ticket here and receiving an order for 
it, which he presents on his arrival in 
San Francisco. He then geta# his ticket 
without having to pay the dollar export 
tax. and he is just a dollay happier. That 
dollar will keep a Chinaman’s table sup- 
plied for a week. and it is not unnatural 
that he should go a long ways to avoid 
parting with it.”’

It is 
naturally distressing to women of re- 
fined sensibilities to be stared at and 
conscious as they must be at times of 
being commented upon by such persons 
as these. 

‘This practice is. becoming obnoxious 
to many good citizens of Atlanta, and I 
know of not a few who will join in a 
petition to Rave something done to put 
a stop to it.”

Emory Coliege, Oxford, Ga., June 14.— 
Special.)—Professor William Louder Web- 
er, who has had charge the past year of 
the Emory college dining hall, yesterday 
made known his plans for enlarging the 
hal] during the summer.

ITEMS VETOED 
BY JENNINGS 


Florida’s Governor Turns 
Down Portions of Revenue 
and Appropriations Bills. 


Tallahassee, Fla., June 14.—Governor 
Jennings has vetoed items in the gen- 


eral appropriation bill passed just before 
the adjournment of the legislature ag- 
gregating $265,465, of which $188,465 con- 


sisted of appropriations for buildings or 
improvements at six of the state’s high- 
er institutions of learning. 

The schools for which large appropria- 
tions were made for the erection of new 
buildings and for other improvements 
were the institution for the deaf. dumb 
and blind at St. Augustine; University of 
Florida, at Lake City; East Florida sem- 
inary, at Gainesville; Seminary West, of 
the Suwanee. at Tallaajassee; industrial 
and normal school, at St. Petersburz; 
South Florida Military institute, at Bar- 
tow, and the state normal institute at De 
Funiak Springs. 

The other items vetoed were for print- 
ing supreme court reports; for rewards 
and expense of captuzgjng fugitives from 
justice; for printing delinquent tax lists; 
for jurors and witnesses before grand 
juries. and for interest on state bonds 
These aggregated $77,000. 

Governor Jennings took the ground that 
the insertion of items providing for build- 
ings in “an act making appropriations 
for the state government’ was unconsti- 
tutional. 

The constitution says’ 

“Laws making appropriations for the 
salaries of pubife officers and other cur- 
rent expenses of the state government 
shall contain provisions on. no other sub- 
ject.”’ ‘Tan 


FIGHT RENEWED 
BY LUMBER MEN 


Judge Mills, Begins New 
Hearing on Monday, 
June 15. 


Jackson. Miss., June 14.—(Special.)—The 
fight of the Ilumbermen of the south to 
secure an annulment of the advance of 
2 cents per 100 in the rates on yellow 
pine will be renewed at Kosciusko before 
Judge Niles, of the federal court, next 
Monday, the 15th. 

In his former ruling sustaining the de- 
murrer of the railroads, Judge Niles held 
that the federal court has ‘no right to 
fix rates, this being a legislative and 
not a judicial function. The lumbremen 
in their petition for an injunction now 
ask that the advanced rates be declared 
unreasonable rates, and the court is not 
asked to prescribe the rates to be en- 
forced. é , 

The lumbermen will be represented by 
Hon. T. Marshall Miller, of New Orleans, 
and Hon. M. Green, of Jackson. A large 
assembly of railroad attorneys will be 
present at the hearing, but the principal 
arguments will be delivered by General 
Thomas C. Catchings, of the Southern 
railway, and Judge Edward Mayes, of 
the Illinois ‘Central.

The annua? se?- 
mon before the Young Men’s Christian 
Assoctation of the universtty was Gelfv- 
ered tonight by the Rev. Dr. W. L. Pick- 
ard, pastor of the First Baptist church, 
of Lynchburg, Va. H. 8S. Osburn, of 
Baltimore, is chief marshal of the com- 
mencement exercises, which are to con- 
tinue through Wednesday. 

The event of the exercises attracting the 
greatest interest is the annual regatta, 
scheduled for tomorrow afternoon, but 
which may have to be postponed owing to 
the non-arrival of some rowing equip- 
ment, 


At Harvard. 

Cambridge, Mass., June 14.—Rev. Dr. 
Henry Van Dyke, of New York, was the 
preacher of the baccalaureate sermon 
to the graduates of Harvard university 
this afternoon. Appleton chapel was 
crowded and the speaker’s words were 
listened to with keen interest, He took 
for his theme, “The Good Old Way.” Af- 
ter advising his hearers to take heed of 
the close of life of the pleasure or money 
seeker, he said: 

“Inquire and learn; consider and dis- 
cern. There need be no doubt about the 
direction of life’s various ways, Which 
are the nation’s’ that have been most 
peaceful and noble and truly prosperous? 
Those that have followed pride and lux- 
ury and idolatry, or those that have cher- 
ished sobriety and justioe, and acknow!- 
edged the divine law of righteousness? 

‘Which are the families that have been 
most serene and pure and truly fortu- 
nate, those in which there has been no 
discipline or restraint, ne commen faith, 
no mutual love, er these in which sin- 
cere religion has swayed life to its stern 
and gracious laws, in which parents and 
children have walked together to the 
house of Ged, and knelt together at His 
altar, and rejoiced together in His serv- 
ice? 

“IT tell you, my. brothers, men, it has 
become too much the fashion in these 
days to sneer and jeer at the oild-fash- 
ioned ways of the old-fashioned Amer- 
ican household. Something too much of 
iron there may have been in the Puri- 
tan’s temper; something too little of sun- 
have come in through the 
narrow windows of his house, But that 
house had foundations, and the virtues 
lived in it. There were plenty of red 
corpuscles in his blood, arid his heart beat 
in time with the external laws of right, 
even though its pulsations sometimes 
seemed a little slow and heavy. It would | 
be well for us if we could get baek into 
the old way, which proved itself to be the 
good way, and maintain as our fathers 
did the sanctity of the family, the sa- 
credness of the marriage vow. the solem- 
nity of the mutual duties binding parents 
and children together. From the house- 
holds that followed this way have come 
men that could rule themselves as well 
as their fellows, women that could be 
trusted as well as admired. Read the 
history of such families,.and you will un- 
derstand the truth of the poet’s words— 


** ‘Self-reverence, self-knowledge, __ self- 
control, 

These three alone !ead life to sovereign

DR. TUPPER TO GRADUATES. 


Commencemer.. Sermon Preached at 
Philadelphia. — 
Philadelphia, June: 14.—Commencement 
week at the University of Pennsylvania 
began today with the baccalaureate ser- 
mon, which was preached by the Rey. 
Kerr Boyce Tupper, at the First Baptist 
church. The edifice was crowded with 
the graduates and their friends. Dr. Tup- 
per’s subject was “Independence and Inr- 
terdependence.””

“We are recognizing today, as never 
before, perhaps, that we are members 
one of another and debtors one to an- 
other, that neither languages nor cus- 
toms, widely as they may vary, interfere 
with the strange oneness of community 
of nations. Even we, of this splendid 
twentieth century of enlightenment and 
progress, are acknowledging our indebt- 
edness to far-away nations—to Rome for 
the principals that underlie our systems 
of laws, to Greece for our ideals of art, 
end to Judea for the inspiration of our 
highest faith. It is the great truth of uni- 
versal dependence and interdependence— 
no man living to himself; no nation liv- 
ing to itself.’’ 

Bethlehem, Pa., June 14—The annual 
baccalaureate sermon at Lehigh univer- 
sity was preached today by the Rey. 
Alexander Mackay Smith, D. D., bishop 
coadjutor of Pennsylvania, from the 
words found in Daniel's prophesies, “A 
time and times, and the dividing «f 
times.”

Now Lying at Anchor Off Tompkins- 
ville, Staten Island—Shamrock 
III Handsomest Craft Sir

Over—Rough Trip. * 


New York, June 14.—Safe and sound, af- 
ter a rough passage from Gourock, Scot- 
land, of sixteen days and twenty-two 
hours, Sir Thomas LApton’s latest chal- 
lenger for the America’s cup, the Sham- 
rock ILI, is now lying at anchor off Tomp- 
kinsvilie, Staten island, where she arrived 
at 10:20 o’clock this morning, in company 
with thé steam yacht Erin, that had 
towed her most of the way across the 
Atlantic, and by the‘Shamrock I, towed by 
the British tug Cruiser. The one hundred 
and fifty-six men Which manned the 
yachts and their convoys are all well, 
and there were no accidents to mar the 
passage. 

The yachts passed Sandy Hook light- 
ship soon after 6 o'clock this morning. 
They were saluted by every vessel that 
passed them, all the way to quarantihe. 
When they arrived there the crews of the 
yachts gave three cheers for each other 
as they stood lined up on deck. Both 
yachts flew the pennant of the Royal 
Ulster Yacht Club.

The pastor, Rev. W. H. McGlaufiin, 
conducted the service at 11 o'clock yes- 
terday morning. Instead of the usual 
Sermon, an address was delivered by 
Professor P.,Harden Eley on ‘“‘The Child 


and the State,"’ 

Professor Eley is an alumnus of Har- 
vard university and was‘ for some time 
a teacher in the Philippine islands, be- 
ing employed there by the United States 
government. He will be in Atlanta for 
#ome weeks and will lecture on Wednes- 
day night next at the Universalist church 
on “The Filipinos,” the lecture being for 
the benefit of the local church work. 

Speaking yesterday morging of ‘The 
Child and the State,”’ Professor Eley said 
-— pest: . 

“All social problems find their solution 
in the child. The average human life is 
about thirty years. So if, beginning at 
noon today, no child that is born into the 
world were to use tobacco, in the short 
@pace of thirty years every tobacco fac- 
tory on earth would close its doors never 
to open them again. Sixty-five per cent 
of all crimes are due, directly or indi- 
rectly, to the influence of strong drink, 
so if, beginning at noon today, no child 
were to become addicted to the use of 
liquor, in thirty years every bar room 
on this one of God's hmndiworks would 
close from lack of patronage. 

“For the reason, then, that the child 
Of today makes the man of tomorrow, 
and the men of each tomorrow guide 
the world to its destiny, I declare to you 
again that all social problems find their 
solution in the child. 

‘Ideas and ideas alone rule the world. 
Thought is the vitalizging force of society. 
Thougtit in the world of action is to me 
like the spirit of God in our sacred re- 
ligion, for, strictly speaking, there ¢s no 
world of action, for action is but the 
visible manifestation of th@ught. 

“Not by might nor by power, but by 
my spirit, saith the Lord of hosts. Not 
by deed nor by action, but by thought is 
the world moved on. 

“Now the school js the molder of the 
world of thought. It is from our institu- 
tions of learning that. the life blood of 
the world’s intelligence leaps in living 
streams. 

“The school is the most powerful factor 
in civilization. I have come to believe 
that if such a thing be possible, the 
school surpasses the home in its inflyenee 
upon society. 

“Today is the industrial age in the 
world’s history. This is an age when 
young men seek not so much the classic 
atmosphere of letterg as his fortune in the 
industrial world, and the school should 
pave the way into this world of stern 
reality. 

‘Do not understand that the child 
should be made 
old age, for to crush out the delicate life 
of a child amid the looms and spindes of 
a dusty mill is a crime against society. 

“What I stand for is that every child 
should be educated to as great an extent 
as possible, and, at the same _ time, be 
prepared to enter life as qa producer of 
wealth. 

“Every child. on leaving school, should 
know how to do some one thing and do it 
well. it matters not so much what the 
thing is, but let it be something. All 
™men are not to be industrialists, but it 
will.be no disadvantage to an editor: to 
know how to square a plank. nor to the 
legislator to add to hig usually scanty 
store of knowledge.a little more informa- 
tion on almost any point. 

“Today is the golden age in human 
history. The trend of modern life is to 
turn out for the use of the state the per- 
fect man. The man whose body is 
strong, whose brain is clear and keen 
@nd accurate, and whose heart is good, 
that man leads the fullest life and per- 
forms the best service to society. Who 
knows the most. who feels the nobdlest 
and who acts the best.”

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THE SHUNAMMITE WOMAN; 


A PLEA 


FOR KINDNESS 


Rev. L. G. Broughton yesterday morn- 
ing finished his series of sermons on the 
representative women of the old Bible 
and beginning next Sunday will devote 
his attention the New Testament. 
His text vesterday was: 

“and it fell 6n a day that Elisha 
passed to Shunem, where was @ great 
woman: and she constrained him to eat 
bread. And so it was, that as aft es he 
passed by, he turned in thither to eat 
pread.’’—II Kings iv, 8. 

For real helpfulness there is no more 
important character in the Bible than 
this woman of Shunem. She is introduced 
to us rather abruptly, but she is in very 
good company. Shunem itself furnished 
aivery good recommendation. It was 
noted for its beatuy of scenery and hos- 
pitality of its people. There is no tell- 
ing how much she embibed from her peo- 
ple. Communities are like people. They 
put their stamp upon us. 

The Shunammite had embibed the kind, 
hospitable spirit somehow. It was spon- 
taneous. She did not have to be worked 
up to it. She was ready when the occa- 
sion presented itself. 

Her Career of Blessing. 

First of all is her regard for human 
comfort. The first’: we learn of her is 
that she is a rich woman in the business 
of: finding Elisha, the humble, homeless 
prophet of the Lord. One day 4s the 
prophet passed her home she invited 
him in to eat bread. Did I say, invited 
him in? It is much stronger language 
than that. She “constrained him.” bit- 
erally, ‘‘she laid hold on him, and brought 
him in.” She doubtless saw that he 
was tired and hungry, and her heart 
went out to him. How different her con- 
duct from that of many rich people to- 
day. It is a sad fact that the benefac- 
tions of the rich look more in the direc- 
tion of the well to do than the needy. 
The woman of Shunem sought’ out a 
homeless tramp that she might bestow 
her hospitality upon him. It seems to 
me that there is a good suggestion in 
this for us today. For the past sev- 
eral years I have observed the trend of 
the benevolence of the country; and 
barring the impulse that come from spe- 
cial calamities, such as our _ recent 
Gainesville disaster, the most of our 
benevolence is bestowed where it will 
make the biggest show, or upon causes 
that represent people who are not de- 
pendent. Take Mr. Rockefeller’s gifts 
10 higher education, Mr. Carnegie’s gifts 
to htgh«class Hbraries, and other great 
gifts from great and good philanthrop- 
ists. The whole trend of great philan- 
thropy is toward cultivating the better 
classes. What humanity needs, 5 eee 
ly in the south at this time, is hélp to 
help itself. The fellow on the road-side 
needs a ‘constraining hand.’’ Instead of 
so much money going into the cause of 
higher education and the like, it does 
seem to me that a great part of it 
should be used for the wholly dependent 
—for the homeless and the helpless. Thay 
need encouragement. They need light. 
It is not only Christian to give it, but 
it is wise. The’ masses of the people 
cannot ‘tbe touched only indirectly by 
the majority of such benefactions. Some- 
thing must be done to lift them up. 
They furnish the backbone of our coun- 
try. From them we get our strength as 
a nation. The wise benefactor is he ‘who 
builds for the lowest strata of life. 

Advanced Benevolence. 

But not only was,her kindness properly 
bestowed;.she sought out the opportunity 
to bestow it. “Most of us’ are doing our 
best to get rid of every call for help. 
We had almost as leave see a book agent 
when we don’t want’a book as to see a 
man who.needs help, though he may be 
ever so worthy. The woman of Sunem 
went out after this stranger and ‘‘con- 
strained him to eat.’’ What a worthy 
example. I. have found that the. most 
worthy causes for help are those for the 
most part who have to be gone after. 
Right at our own door perhaps is a case 
of this character. Not long ago I was 
sent for to see a woman who was sick. 
She was not a member of my church, 
but somebody had led her to believe I 
would comfort her. When I got to see 
her I found that she had turberculosis. 
She could not. get into.a hospital or in- 
firmary. She had no relatives to care for 
her. Her wages had stopped and she was 
too proud to let her friends know any- 
thing about her actual need. Thank God 
for the honor she did me in acquainting 
me with the facts. I had rather have 
it thought that I had a heart. for such 
souls than to be a king. 

The world is full of good opportunities 
for help. Had it not been for a good 
woman who hunted me out one time to 
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winter.

The woman of Shunem not only fed the 
stranger, but by constantly entertaining 
him as he came and went she found that 
he was no ordinary man; so she gets her 
husband to build a room ‘on to their 
}house to be known as his room. Here 
the prophet made his home when in that

country. . 

I have known many who have imitated 
this noble woman in this respect. They 
are never happy unless the prophet’s 
chamber is occupied. Many wise parents 
think the best money they have ever 
spent on their children was spent in en- 
tertaining ‘‘the man of God.’ Wihat a 
delightful old custom this used to be. I 
remember so well the old preachers that 
use to stop at our humble country home. 
City people do not make as much out of 
the customs as they ought. We not only 
miss a good opportunity for the inspira- 
tion of our children, but also miss great 
personal blessing. 


Paying Investment. 

Certainly the investment of the woman 
of Shunem paid a rich dividend. In the 
first place, she found “the man of God” 
to be a prophet. How often such pleasant 
disappointment results. A Story is told 
on one of the greatest bishops in the 
Methodist Episcopal church that when he 
went to his first circuit as a local _preach- 
er he was so unpromising that his flock 
became indignant. When he preached his 
first sermon they went away and never 
invited him to dinner. There was an old 
Golored woman in the audience who in- 
vited him to her house, and she prepared 
a dinner for him. Many. years after- 
wards, when he was a bishop, he went to 
this same place to preach. His going 
cfeated a great sensation... Everybody 
wanted ‘the bishop’’ for dinner. ‘‘No,”’ 
said the grateful bishop, ‘there is an old 
colored woman here with whom I want 
to break bread. She believed in me when 
you folks didn’t; I thank you, but I'll 
eat with her today.’’ It took a great man 
to’ say that. Most people forget the day 
of small things. 

There are people here in our city who 
havé gotten a bit up in the world, that 
pass their close relatives on the street 
without recognition just because they 
have not had good fortune. It is mighty 
sorry flesh that does it,’ but “there is a 
great deal of sorry flesh in even very re- 
spectable folks sometimes. 

Don’t demand too much of the cause 
that appeals for help. It may be that 
help is neded more to present a respect- 
able case than to sustain it when it is 
made. Most any well-defined and estahb- 
lished cause can get aid. It is the cause 
that has not had an opportunity to get 
before the public that. needs looking af- 
ter. We must put some confidence in men 
though they are needy. It may be that in 
so doing we will bring out a prophet of 
honor and great Dilessing. ~ivery day in 
dealing with the needy I see the need of 
this. It is comfort and encouragement 
aften that is neded most. Just a ray of 
light shed upon them. One dollar given 
in the spirit of faith and encouragement 
is worth, to the cause of humanity, a mil- 
lion given without it. 

The Miracle of the Baby. 

But we must see how the Shunammite 
woman was rewarded. First, by the in- 
tercession of Elisha, God gave her a son. 
I am sure no greater blessing could have 
come to her at that time, for while there 
are homes where the advent of a child 
is looked uponwith contempt, this was not 
one of them. They had longed for the 
prattle of baby, but had become satis- 
fied that it was not intended for them 
Elisha, to pay for the rich service. of 
love and kindness, obtained the favor of 
God upon ‘her ang brought to pass this 
cherished desire. 

Nothing could have given this mother 
so much joy as the advent of the boy; 
at the same time, nothing could have re- 
sulted in more pain. Every mother knows 
how to sympathize with her in this re- 
spect. One day while in the harvest field 
with his father he came, screaming, ‘‘My 
head! my head!’’ Evidently he must 
have had something like a sunstroke. His 
father directed that he should be carried 
to his mother, who kept him on her lap 
until noon, when he died. 

Now came Elisha’s opportunity to be 
of greatest blessing to the home of his 
friends. There is no such time as when 
death enters to show kindness. I am sure 
we don’t make as much out of it as we 
should. As for myself, I have always 
felt that it was the duty of all others for 
which I am poorest prepared. I always 
want to speak words of comfort. I want 
to show my heart, but can’t. I find my 
own experience crowding my heart and 
filling mg eyes. I know how every fond 
friend or loved one feels under such 
trials. I would to God so often that I 
could tell it as I feel it. 

Be kind to the bereaved. Don’t wait 
to be urged to go where death is, or to 
say a word to a poor, discouraged and 
heartbroken soul. It will be your time 
to pass through it all some day. 

But it was not only an opportunity for 
her to be helped, it was also a time for 
the man of God to be appreciated. When 
the child died she went at once to her 
husband and asked that she be sent to 
the man of God. It is always true when 
death or any other sorrow comes that 
the man of God 1s sought. It mdkes no 
difference whether he is appreciated be- 
forehand or not, when suffering comes hea 


perience in this line. I have known peo- 
ple who slurred the preacher or the good 
man, but when the cloud of sorrow set- 
tled over them they felt otherwise. Let 
us not imagine that we can be satisfied 
always to ignore good people. The time 
will come when we had rather have them 
about us than anything else. 


Saved by Her Coffin. 

I remember a man whose wife was a 
member of my church. He was not a 
Christian. -He did not like to go to 
church, and would seldom allow her to 
go. She was very hospitable and often 
desired her church friends and r -pas- 
for to visit her, but most ge Hy \he 
would object. Finally, she as taken 
sick and died. I shall never forget the 
Scene around the coffin. As I stood look-

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me if I would not kneel and pray with 
him, saying: “Oh; doctor, if I only had 
her back how gladly 1 would let her do 
what she so often wanted to do.” He 
did not know, perhaps, that I knew what 
he had in mind. It was too late then. 
His opportunity had gone, but thank 
God as we knelt there by the coffin he 
gave jis heart to her Savior. 

It does seem to me that one would feel 
a great deal better to have lived different- 
ly. I am sure sorrow would be met 
much more heroically. The presence of 
the man of God in the dark and trying 
hour would mean much more if his pres- 
ence was recognized and appreciated in 
the days of peace and prosperity. 

No Service of Proxy. 

Elisha's first impulse when he saw her 
and realized what had transpired was 
the restoration of the life of the child, 
so he sent Gehazi, his servant, with his 
staff that he might lay it upon the 
face of the child and bring him back 
to life again. How much like much of 
the service rendered poor, suffering and 
lost humanity today.” There is too mgch 
proxy work. God calls in two ways: 
First, He calls for us; and second, He 
calls for what we have got. Too many 
of us are willing to give what we have, 
but withhold ourselves. ; 

This heart-broken mother was not sat- 
isfied with prexy service. She said to 
Elisha: “I will not leave thee.” She 
desired Elisha’s presence and not his 
staff. So he arose and followed her. And 
when he went in to where the child was 
dead he shut the door and got down 
and prayed. Then he went up and 
stretched himself upon the child. He 
put his mouth upon the child’s mouth, 
and his eyes upon his child’s eyes; ane 
his hands upon the child’s hands. Then 
it was that the child was made alive 
Again. 

How significant this act! All about us 
today there are souls dead in trespasses 
and sin... The call comes for workers. 
But alas, how many of us are trying 
to answer the call by proxy. Some are 
not willing even to do that. They . will 
not go themselves nor will they sup- 
port others to go. God calls for both 
goers and supporters. Not only does 
He want both, but the world wants both.

Poor, lost and wretched, humanity will 
never be saved until the saved, the bet- 
ter to do, the refined, bring themselves 
into personal touch with their lost and 
wretched state. 

Who has not seen this in the methods 
of our churches. If we take the sta- 
tistics as heralded in the religious press 
of the world, we shall find that every- 
thing in religious work is reckoned from 
a financial basis. Our delegates to asso- 
ciations, conferences, synods and conven- 
tions are largely on a financial basis. 
The church that pays the most money 
furnishes the most delegates. I do not 
criticiga ,giving; I make no.exggyise fot 
stinginess. God demands our money. 
The Christian who withholds it from 
Him will! most assuredly be delt with. 
There is nothing more clearly taught 
in God’s word. But money is not all+- 
it is by no means the most important. 
To place religious representation upon 
a financial basis is magnifying the wrong 
thing. It encourages the spirit of with- 
holding self in the service of God and hu- 
manity. I am afraid many a gift will 
stand without credit to the giver because 
of this fact. God’s plan is for us to go 
ourselves as far as we can, and then 
give of our means as far as we are able. 

Oh, how such service would revolu- 
tionize and save humanity. If our peo- 
Ple could only be fired with the impor- 
tance of going into the highways and 
hedges as the Master Himself directs and 
bring themselves in vital touch with 
the world’s misery what a mighty in- 
fluence and power they would wield. I 
have seen it in our own work. 

A Poor Drunkard’s Testimny. 

There is a poor man in our city who 
at one time was in the gall of bitter- 
ness and bonds of iniquity. He was 
drunk practically all the time. He had 
a lovely, sweet wife, a woman of tender 
feelings and a noble heart, but she had 
grown despondent and almost hopeless. 
Her husband rarely ever went to church. 
He had soured on everything and every- 
body. Finally, he was approached by a 
woman of splendid social position and 
go0d means. She talked to him kindly 
and urged him to come to Christ. It 
was such a surprise that one in her 
position should take such an interest in 
him that he could not, to use his own 
words, ‘‘think of her message.”” But 
when he went away from church her 
words began to come to him, and day 
by day they increased in weight and | 
force. Again and again she saw him 
and talked with him. Finally, he gave 
himself up and the Lord gloriously saved 
him. Time after time he has told me, 
“The coming of that woman was the 
means of my salvation. I said if that 
woman in her position is interested 
enough in me to seek me out, there is 
something in religion.”’ 

Oh, church of God, learn this lesson. 
Go with open eyes and ready hands. Be- 
hold the world’s misery. See it allenated 
from God, going the downward road 
to hell. Don’t be content with sending. 
Send all you can—there is no possibility 
of“doing half enough. Go yourself; of- 
fer your eyes to see for them; your 
mouth to speak for them; your hands 
to work for them; your feet to walk for 
them. This is the lesson from Elisha’s 
contact with the dead child of the Shu- 
nammite woman. 
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A very impressive and interesting serv- 
ice was held in the prison chapel yester- 
day afternoon.

The preacher on this occasion was the 
Rey. Dr. Theron H. Rice, of the Central 
Prebyterian church, who took for his text 
Matthew i, 21, “Thou shalt call His name 
Jesus: For He shall save His peopie from 
their sins.” His theme was “Jehovah 
Saves,’ and a more forceful and heart- 
reaching sermon has never been heard at 
the prison. | 

“4 name,” said the preacher, “‘ag well as 

great deal. “In fact,

” Jacob, whose name meant ‘sup- 
planter,’ who was, as Jacob, a schemer, 
was changed to Israel, meaning ‘Prince 
with God,’ or ‘one who had prevailed wita 
God.’ For he did prevail with the 
of a prince In his life thereafter. So 
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‘savior, Jehovah's salvation, and He only 
is the savior of men; but mark who these 
men are—sinful men. He came not to 
save the righteous, but to seek and save 
the lost. 

“Three things are to be considered. 
First, He saves sinful men—people who 
are in their sins; He saves them from 
their sins. Second, in this salvation, pun- 
ishment, discipline, affliction, pain, separ- 
ation, are often needed; not arbitrarily, 
but because God would have us like Him, 
who loves us and gave Himseif for us. 
Thie privilege of being called and received 
as the ‘sons of God’ is the highest that 
can be bestowed on sinful creatures, and 
did we continue in our sins and defy God's 
salvation, heaven itself would be no 
heaven to us. All things would“be un- 
congeniel, and it would be hell to us. We 
must be fitted for the domain in which 
we would live. Third,,He shall save His 
people from their sins. The power of 
resisted or 
thwarted by men or devils. He absolute- 
ly saves us and none can pluck us out of 
His hand.” 
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Dr. A. R. Holderby, pastor of Moore 
Memorial] Presbyterian church, preached 
yesterday morning on Sabbath desecra- 
tion, and during the course of his sermon 
he attacked the amusements at Ponce 
de Leon springs for operating on Sunday, 
and called on the grand jury to take 
action in the matter. He stated that 
Chief of County Police A. Q. Turner 
would proceed against these places, and 
he declared that the chief is not afraid 
and will do his‘ duty. 

“The Sabbath for Man’’ was the subject 
of the discourse. His text was Mary 
ii, 27: “And he said unto them, the Sab- 
bath was made for man and not man for 
the Sabbath.’’ I referring to Ponce de 
Leon and other amusements about At- 
lanta, Dr. Holderby said: 

“The Sabbath was made for man, but 
not for man’s amusement. The Sabbath 
is not a holiday, yet many people seem 
to think that the Sabbath was made for 
amusement. Thousands of people in At- 
lanta are violating the Sabbath by mak- 
ing it a day of amusement. This form of 
desecrating God’s day seenis to be on 
the tncrease. Violators of the law, both 
individuals and corporations, have recent- 
ly opened up places of amusement on 
Sundays near Atlanta. [I learn that a 
veritable midway has been opened at 
Ponee de Leon springs and is in full 
blast every Sabbath evening. 

“IT have seen the county chief of po- 
lice and he will proceed to indict those 
godiess violators of the state law. Now 
let the grand jury do its duty. Chief Tur- 
ner is not afraid of those fellows and he 
wili do his duty. Law-abiding people are 
behind him. When we cam get a grand 
jury in this county that will fear God and 
not man, a stop will be put to all this 
Sabbath desecration, Grand juries indict 
men for murder and stealing, which is 
right and proper, but they do not find 
true bills against a lot of defiant men 
for running theaters and merry-go-rounds 
on the Sabbath. They will find a true bill 
against a poor dago for selling a lemon 
on Sunday, but allow drug stoi1es to 
sell coco-cola, ice cream, tobacco or any 
other goods they may have. 

“Where is the justice of this thing? 
This is high-handed class legislation and 
ought to be stopped. These Sabbath law- 
breakers are defying the laws of God 
and of the state. Nor do they care. Bail- 
road corporations are also violating the 
Sabbath law as laid down in the code 
of eGorgia. They are doing unnecessary 
work ig their offices every Sunday. and 
thus putting unnecessary burdens wpon 
their employees who are entitled to the 
day of rest. But railroads have too 
much money to be indicted by grand 
juries. They will not be tackled. They 
can violate the Sabbath laws as much 
as they please. Let the laws of the 
state be enforced or do away with the 
laws. The Sunday law of the state is a 
dead letter at any rate. 

‘“‘Much is heing written and said about 
enforcing the Sunday blue laws upon At- 
lanta. For my part, I do not contend 
for the so-calied blue laws. The state 
of Georgia has a law upon her statute 
books forbidding any one from pursuing 
his everyday business on Sunday, ex- 
cept it be a work of necessity or mercy. 
But the law of the state is ignored large- 
ly by the city ang by grand juries. Vay- 
deville plays and bands and pleasure 
boats and what not can run on Sunday, 
for the purpose of making money. This 
is the everyday business of these corpo- 
rations, and they are, therefore, violating 
the state law. The carpenter, the bréch- 
er, the grocery or the dry goods merchant 
dare not open their places of business 
con Sunday. Why should other concerns, 


upon the plea of amusing the dear peo- 


ple, be allowed to defy the laws of the 
state? Let the low be blotted out or 
Gown with Sunday desecration.’ 

Before reaching this part of his dis- 
course, Dr. Holderby said: 

“A wrong and wicked interpretation 
has been put upon the words of the Sa- 
vior in the text. Many people attempt 
to excuse themselves for the violation 
of the Sabbath by this passage of Scrip- 
ture. They argue that they may do 
anything they wish to do on the Lord’s 
Gay because Christ has said, ‘Tlie Sab- 
bath was made for man.’ 

“This statement was made by the Sa- 
vior as a rebuke to the Pharisees. who 
charged Jesus and His disciples with 
violating the Sabbath by plucking the 
corn and eating on the Sabbath day. 
The Pharisees’ idea of the SabbatK was 
wrong. So, the Savior here teaches them 
the true relation of man toa the Sab- 
bath. 

“The Sabbath was made for man and 
not man for the Sabbath. 

“The end for which the Sabbath was 
given was to bless man. It was given to 
promote the best interests of man. So 
that we learn that a man may do any- 


thing on the Sabbath day which is for | 


his best interests; his highest welfare. 


not consist in not doing this or not doing 
that, but in not doing this or in doing 
that thing which will promote our best 
interests. 

“The doing of anything on the Sabbath 
@ay for the gratification of man's lower 
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necessary to eat on the Sabbath day as 
it is on’ any other day. 

“But it is @ violatiog of the Sabbath 
to feast and eat for mere self-gratifica- 
tion. 

“There is much violation of the Sab- 
bath by those who prefess to be God's 
people by their great feasts and dinings 
on that day. All this is unnécessary 
and purely a violation of God’s day.” 
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The pastor, Rev. John E. White. 
preached to a large congregation yer- 
terday morging in the Second Baptist 
church on “A Vision of Man.” The text 
was in Acts xvi, 9: ““‘There stood a man 
of Macedonia and prayed him, saying, 
‘Come over into Macedonia and help

Dr. White said in part: 

“When you hear the man of God pray 
you hear the real man talking. The in- 
most thought comes out. The man who 
really prays reveals himself: So when 
the man of God has & vision, the size 
and sort of his vision will be chiefly de- 
termined by the size and sort of man 
he is. It is true that a man’s character 
is affected by what he sees in his visions 
and it is not less true that what he 
sees is affected by his character. We 
waste time wondering if there was any 
objective reality corresponding to the 
subjective experience of Paul in this 
viston.. I can shut my eyes and still see. 
The objecfive reality was there, but Paul 
was the only man in the company whvw 
could see it. Paul was a seer. 

“Lydia, the Philippian jailer and Chris- 
tian Europe vindicate his subjective ex- 
perience as no dream or imagination. He 
see a man. He was, looking for men. 
Shakespeare in “The Tempest’ describes 
two characters who met each other for 
the first time and tmmediately conceived 
a passion for each other that time could 
not affect. ‘They have changed eyes,’ 
he said. Paul had changed eyes with 
Christ. At Troas he saw a man of Mace- 
donia. He was always seeing men. His 
enthusiasm in life was gathered from 
the eyes of Christ. ‘What would we 
do without Paul? a Bible teacher recent- 
ly exclaimed to me as we were talking 
of his contribution to the world’s knowl- 
edge of God. Yes, but what could Paul 
do without Christ? ‘For me to live is 
Christ,’ he said. Pau] read Christ's eyes 
to get his visions. Therefore, he was the 
first man of history to comprehend the 
idea of humanity as God sees it. 

“To have seen anything else except 
aman of Macedonia—to have seen its 
cities, its industries, its agriculture or 
its arts—would have stopped Christianity 
at the shores of Asia. Thousands of pev- 
ple are seeing visions of Europe, but 
they do not see men. The comment of 
an.English tourist as a party were rev- 
erently surveying the holy plains of Pal- 
estine was a revelation of character 
‘Ladies and gentlemen, here’s the Place 
for the finest golf links in the world,’ he 
said enthusiastically. 

“When Thomas Chalmers stood with 
a friend on a promontory overlooking 
Edinboro he wept and cried with eut- 
stretched hands. ‘What a beautiful flejd.” 
He did not see the city’s art or commerce 
but its humanity, for whose salvation 
his rare life was devoted. Our divine 
Lord surveved the world and said to His 
disciples, ‘This is your field. The good 
seed are the children of the kingdom 
but the tares are the children of the 
wicked one. The harvest is the end of 
the world and the reapers are the an- 
gels.” We see what we are looking for 
and what we are looking for in this 
world determines what we are living for 
and what we are living for shapes char.

Ross Greer Said To Have 
Shot at J. OD. 
Miller. * 


Ross Greer, who runs a pressing club 
on Whitehall street, was arrested Sun- 
day morning about 3. o'clock on . the 
charge of shooting at J. D. Miller, man- 
ager of the Turne]l Pressing Club, at 7% 
North Bread street. The shooting occur- 
red at Turnell’s place of business. 

Greer was released yesterday afternoon 
on a $100 bond. The charge against him 
was assault with intent to murder. 

Three or four young men were at Tur- 
nell’s place, drinking, Saturday night. 
About 3 o'clock Miller decided to retire, so 
he states, and Greer, who was considera- 
bly intoxicated, drew a pistol and shot 
at him. This story is corroborated by 
Turnell, who was giso drinking. Milipr 
did not appear to have drank too much. 

Patrolman Hill -heard the pistol shot 
and entered the place and took Greer in 
charge. At first only a city case was 
docketed, but when he learned the facts, 
Captain Thompson had: a state charge 
of assault with intent to murder made 
out. 

Yesterday morning Miiler went before 
Justice Landrum and swore out a war- 
rant for Greer... A bond of $100 was ap- 
proved by the justice and Greer was re- 
leased, 

Miller called at police barracks shortly 
after the shooting and stated there had 
been no row and no bad feeling between 
himself and Greer. 

‘“‘l was preparing to retire,” stated 
Miller, ‘‘when I heard Greer curse and say 
he was going to shoot me. I turned and 
saw a pistol in his hand, and before I 
could move or speak, the pistol was 
fired.’’ 

Greer stated yesterday that he did not 
shoot at Miller. He claims, so it is under- 
stood, that the pistol went off acciden- 
tally. 

Greer wili be arraigned in the record- 
er’s court this afternoon on.a_ city 
charge of disorderly conduct and Re- 
corder Broyles will investigate the whole 
affair. 


CITIZENS INSPECT LOTS.

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ON VIEWING INRIGHT LIGHT 
REV. H.S. BRADLEY PREACHES! 


Rev. H. S. Bradley preached to a large 
congregation at Trinity Methodist church 
vesterday morning the subject of 
looking at matters from the right stand- 
point. 

He chose as his text, ‘“‘Take heed, there- 
that the light which is in thee be 
not darkness,”’ Luke xi, 3. 

Among other things he said: 

“The occasion for this utterance of 
Jesus is found in the incident recorded 
in the context. Jesus had healed a dumb 
man and the scribes and Pharisees had 
accused Him of being in league with the 
prince of devils. They had also asked for 
a sign from the sky or from heaven. 

‘First Jesus parried the thrust of com- 
plicity with the prince of devils by a 
simple argument that a kingdom or house 
divided cannot stand. That healing a 
dumb man was a good work, whereas 
the devil’s work was bad. He than used 
a tu quoque argument by asking, ‘By 
whom do your sons cast out devils?’ 

“In reply to the request for a sign 
from heaven He said that they had al- 
ready the best sign, namely, that of Jo- 
nah. Jonah preached righteousness to 
the Ninevites. That was their sign, and 
He was preaching righteousness and 
truth to them and that should be their 
only sign. After this reply Jesus made a 
counter thrust at the scribes and Phar- 
isees. Said He, ‘You call Me a devil be- 
cause I am doing good, and you ask 
for a sign of the kingdom of heaven 
when the King is before you.’ ‘You have 
put your light under a bushel or have 
blown it out.” ‘Your moral ideas are con- 
fused.’ 

“This is an interesting matter; 
look into it. 

“What was the reason for the opposi- 
tion of these men to Jesus? They were 
the most réligious and patriotic men of 
the day and they fancied themselves the 
best men also. What were some of the 
acts of Jesus that were calculated to an- 
tagonize them? 

“1: Jesus, a Jew, neglected the temple 
worship. He did not go there for wor- 
ship; He hought no animals for sacrifie; 
He ignored thé work of the priests. 

“2. He violated the ceremonial law 
with regard to washings and to clean 
and unclean meats. 

“8. He broke the tradition of the Sab- 
bath; He healed on the Sabbath and 
commanded the man cured to carry his 
bed home. He walked through the fields 
on Sabbath and allowed His disciples to 
gather grain and rudely thresh and eal 
it, and He defended His conduct by say- 
ing that man was not made for Sabbath 

the thousand rabbinical rules. but 
the Sabbath was made for man. 
God’s child was of greater worth 
any institution. 

He, a Jewish teacher, 
publicans and sinners. 

“5 He made Himself equal with Moses 
and Abraham. 

“6. He made Himself the Son of God. 

“Now, each of these things was right 
and good and brought relief and liberty 
and happiness to God’s children. Then 
why should the scribes and Pharisees 
oppose and.curse Him? Their reason 
should have approved His teaching and 
His works. The Hght of their reason was 
under a bushel. What was the bushel 
that kept the light from shining upon 
the words and deeds of. Jesus? 

“l. He destroyed their traditions, and 
that is well nigh a fatal offéjise. Then 
come to love the established order. Ad- 
justment to neW conditions, even though 
those conditions be better than tne old, 
is troublesome. ‘Almost any condition 
with a peaceful exterior is preferred to 
the unsettled state of conflict or change. 
A patched up compromise is preferred to 
a righteous war. 

“2. He offended their pride of position 
and opinion. Had they not spent years 
in ciphering on the minutial of the law? 
Had they not decided in august council 
that an egg laid on Sunday was for- 
bidden food? Had they not memorized a 
thousand eloquent prayers for street 
corner repetition? Was. not consistencay 
at stake? ‘They felt thait they could not 
accept the new and simple truth of Jesus 
without acknowledging that they were 
wrong,:and in their high position such 
acknowledgment was not to be thought 
of, What a clog to the wheels of progress 
the ‘pride of consistency’ has been? Who 
is brave enough to acknowledge fignor- 
ance or error? ; 

“3. Their living was involved. If what 
He said was true there was no use for 
a temple, none for priests and none for 
Joe multitude of text whittlers. These 

‘Here were men whose business it was 
papers, magazines and books and spread 
isees, were blinded by self-interest and 
would Have to hunt another job. ‘This 
they felt they could not afford. Seif- 
interest loomed. so large that truth. and 
right and duty seemed insignificant. When 
self-interest, love of authority, love of 
ease or Mammon. come into the arena 
with truth, truth goes down. 

‘‘Here were men whose business it waa 
to know and do the truth, and yet they 
were so Blinded by selfishness and pride 
that .they were called incarnate good- 
ness evil, Jesus warns against a danger 
here. Being unwilling to see the truth 
one comes to lose the power to see it. 

“How do these conditions apply to our 
time? — 

“The question we should always ask is, 
‘Is this true or is it right or is it duty? 
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on my little business or reputation. 
Ttousand of printers opposed the linotype 
not because it was not a good machine. 
As matter of fact. it has cheapened news- 
papers ,magazines and books and spread 
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and not what will be the effect of this. 


but the printers, like the Phar-. 
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opposed it on the ground that it would 
throw them out of a job. 

“Priests and ecclesiastical bigots may 
oppose scientific truth and candid Bible 
study under cne pretext or anothcr, but 
they are blind guides. What is the in- 
ner eye. evhich Jesus warns us to Keep 
bright? .The conscience and the reason. 
How shall we keep it bright so. that 
we shall have ‘no part dark?’ By sin- 
cerity, by candor, by simple honesty, by 
being true to self and God and God's 
truth. Dare to stand for the true.” 
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SCENTRAL CONGREGATIONAL.* 
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“Pauls Voyage and Shipwreck’’ was 
the topic for study at the everling teach- 
ing service last night at the Central 
Congregational church. The service was 
led by the pastor, Dr.’Frank E. Jenkins, 
the scripture lesson being read from the 
twenty-seventh and twenty-eighth Chap- 
ters of Acts. 

The lesson covered 
lowing Paul's trial 
Festus and Agrippa,

and speech before 
his appeal to the 


court of Ceasar, which was granted on } 


account of his Roman citizenship, his 
embarkation for the ‘voyage to Rome, 
together with other prisoners under 
guard of a centurion, and the voyage up 
to the time of the shipwreck. Particu- 
lar atténtion was directed to Paul's fine 
courage and calm faith during the trying 
period when for fourteén days the ship 
drifted helplessly beféfe the storm, his 
cheerfulness that infused hope and cour- 
age into the sailors #fid his fellow-com- 
panions and the stremgth of his character 
that influenced all on’ board to such an 
extent that at the last’ he was, though 
a prisoner under guard, the real captain 
of the ship and master of the situation. 
Reference was made'to the fact that God 
had assured Paul in a vision that all on 
board the ship would be saved, yet when 
the sailors were preparing to desert the 
ship Paul declared with divine authority 
that unless all remained on board they 
would,not be saved. This incident, Dr. 
Jenkins said, shows that, while God 
rules and directs human actions and 
events, He still leaves each one free to 
exercise: his own will. The speaker 
stated that no entirely satisfactory ex- 
planation of this great principle had 
been made and probably would never be. 

In conclusion, the value of cheerful- 
ness and the influence of character were 
dwelt upon and Christians were urged 
to imitate as far as possible the charac- 
ter and disposition of Paul.
